THE FIRE IN NEW YORK.

Additionnl Particulars—Fonrteen Wan-
dred Hales of Cottom Buorned—Lignors
Destroyed—Arrest of a Napposed In-
cendinry.

A destruetive fire broke ont at 12 o'clock
last nighy, In the storage warchouse of
Mesgrs, Edward O, Jobuston & Co,, No. 4 Bridge
streel and No. 2 Pearl street. The building wan
five stories in heighth, twenty five feet front by
one hundred and ten feet deep, was built of
brick, and extended (rom Bridge 1o Pearl strect,
The principal srocle pn storsge was cotion, of
which there were, It appenrs, one thousand four
bundred and sixty-eight bales.

The tive was discovered by Officer Dougherty,
of the First precinet, who immedistely gave an
alarm: but betore the ariival of the firemen, the
entire bullding was in flames, The fire burned
with much fury, and it wes with great effort
that the firemen saved the adjolnieg warehouses,

The weather was extremely cold Iast might,
and & bhigh wind was blowing, rendering the
labore of the firemen still more difficnlt, hen
the streams from the hose resched the second or
third storlesjof the warenouse, the wind blew the
water into spray, which had litile effect on the
fire, but covered the walls of the adjoining build-
Ings with lce,

After the fire had burncd fer about two hours
the walls of the buildiong fel!, and the fremoen
were betler able to get waler upon the burnieg
eotton, walch now lies smouldering and piled up
to the l\elghl of three stories,

There will be much salyage on the cotton, and
also on the other merchandise, which wae stored
in the busement, The bullding was owned b
Adon Smith. His loss is about $30,000, en whic
there 48 an meurance of $20,000,

CONDITION OF THE RUINS—OTHIR COTTON FIRES,

On this, the Mexican side of theriver, news
comes in by driblets, showing the desperate de-
termination and bravery of the Liberals, and
their almost continual defea! by the superior
and wellsustsined forees of the Imperial Gov.
ernment.

The sum totnl of all the war news from the
interior 1s, that the Imperialists are slowly, but
steedily, diiving baek the Liberals wherever
they moet them, and still more tirmly establish-
ing the Muximilian Empire.

General Pedro Mender, an Imperialist leader,
who lately cleared the country back ol Tampico,
and restored freq travel and commuunication to
1he pooulation of u large district of country, has
since becn killed ju an engazement with the
Liberuls jurther in the interior, the news of
which reached here yesterday,

I may mentlon as an interesting item, stated
here to bo authentio, that Marsual Bazaine, the
French commander, has suspended the ecaptain
ol the man-of-war Stesiphom or Tysiphone, or
some such name, for not opening fire upon the
troope er persons in United Statzs uniform who
crossed the Rio Grands to the pillage of Bagdad;
his orders having been to fire instanily upon nny
United Btates troops that might undertuke the
passage of the river,

The Avstrion and other troops stationed in
this city nre remarkably well bebaved, and give
the citizens no cause ol complnint.

From the New Orleans Delta, February 27.

The latest news received from the interior of
Mexico announces the passing through Mon-
teroy of Tmperial forees of about three thonsand
men, on their way to Matamoras, Awong them
were about five hundrad men of the Foreizu
Lezion. The arrival of these troops has ren-
dered the population of Monterey somewhat
calmer, and those who lelt Monterey when the
French troops left, are golng back daily,

The above-mentioned troops on their way to
Matamores, where they will soon arrive, are
under the command of General Lopez, ol Mejia's
Division.

From the report of Colonel Tinajero, the loss
pustained by the Imperalists, in the attick
against Montercy by General Escobedo, amounts
to three officers and thirty-two enlisted men
wounded; ope officer and seventeen men killed;
two officers and ninety men taken prisoners.
These numbers are a proof of the vivaelty of the
attack; the energetic resistance made by the
Imperialists—saved only by the arrival of the
Freneh troops.

The death of General Mondez, and of several
members of his stafl, is confirmed.

Terrible Storm em the Cetenu—Expe-
sures smd Sufferings of a Deinshment or
Treops—Leoss of a Capilain and Three
Mem.

Fort Abercrombie (Dacotah) Cor, | Feb, 38) of the i,
Pawi Pioneer,

(?ompmf A, 2d Minnesela Volunteer Cayalry,
Capiain A, R. Field, Jr., commanding, was
ordered s short time sinee to merch from Fort
Wadsworth, Duco'nh Territory (about eighty
miles southwest of this post), to Bauk Centre,
Minnesota, The company was divided into two
detschments, One, of some thirty-lour men,
under Lieutenant William L. Briley, left Fort
Wadsworth on Monday, the 20th imst., and the
other detnchment, comprising the balance of the
compuny, under command of Captam Field, lelt
on Tuesdny morping, The detachment under
Livutenant Briley arrived at Twin Lake Btation
on Monday attcrnoon (fovty miles distant from
this post), in good shape, The next morning
they lott that station, snd came on until past the
“Yelghteen mile point,” where they wére over-
taken by 4 severe storm and had to return to the
tunbker and camp, whers they were weather-
buund for two days. Bul it is not of them that
we have to relate, as on Thursday evening the
preaved at this poet gate, not having trozen at all,
ws they had the sdvautege of timber at the'r
camp during the storm. It i8 ol Captain Field
and hig party concerning whose late we arein
doubt tonights

The Cavtain with the balance of his command
ettt Fort Wadsworth on Tuesday morning at 3
o‘clock, and had very plessnnt weather during
the test part of the day—they passed over the
Cotenu and leit it all in good condition, and
when about four miles this side ot the Fort of
the Coleau, they met the paymazgter, Laeate-
pani-Colonel Smith, who was on his way to
Fort Wadsworih, with an escort under ¢ommand
of Lientenant Gerald, of this command, They
stopped and chatted for s while, and each party
pissed on their way, This meefing was at 11
AM,, and rome twenty or iwenty-two miles from
Twin Lake Station, which point Captain Field
expecled to make that evening. When within
about twelve or fourteen miles of the station,
Captein Field, with three of his men, leit the
balanee of the command under Lieatenant
Brevens, and went on shead, Intending to have
firen and everyihing prepared for his men when
they urrived. It was blowipgz and snowing some
when he leit the command, but very soon after
lewying it. there came on one of those tertivle
winter storms wherein it is unsafe tor man or
beast to be away from timber or shelter,

Licutenant Btevens and his party Meed it nntil
the aviwals retused to ge lllf‘ further; they
wotld not and could not be made to face i, and
they were obbzed to turn back and geek camp-
ing ground at the foot of the Coteaun. All but
thirteen reached it, and they camped dowa in
the #,now, burying thomselves in the énow as n
shelier from the bitter Blasts, One poor fellow
{n corporal) of the thirteen died about 12 o'clock
al might, while the rest crept closer in to their
cold beé. ex:::;gt. one noble feliow, who all the
night loni #lood his looely watch, endeavoring
to keep s companions from rerlshlng; he
would uncover them that they might not smo-
ther and to see how they fared, and would cover
them that they might not freeze, and when be
found one that wae stupid or cold, he mads
free use of his black-snake whio (o bring back
the freerang man to life, And once, too, em
tbe moarch, he observed a mule teamsier who
was freezing, but still determined to ride hia
mule; him he pulled from Wis mule and gave a
severe whipping with his “bluck-snake,” until
nature, under the lash, again bid deflance to the
storm.
